The tobacco raiser was much in 
evidence yesterday. They were here 
from all parts of the county and are 
highly enthusiastic over the outlook 
for the year 1906. 

The meeting was called to order 
by County Chairman \V. W. Radford, 
v 1 ) •, while he spoke of some dis- 
couragements that have to be met 
by the association, spoke encour- 
agingly of the future of the organi- 
zation. He impressed upon tht mem- 
bers, who filled nearly every seat in 
the circuit court room, the absolute 
need of loyalty to the association, 
and their duty to use their influence 
to get every tobacco grower to unite 
with them in the fight that is before 
them, though the victory has already 
been won. 

He said that the association has 
established a market in Europe that 
cannot be taken from it. T 
the way the association's pris 
up and assort the tobacco better 
than anything they have ever had 
before, and they want more of it. 
Farmers may prize their own tobac- 
co if they prefer it, but he is posi- 
tive the weed will bring . at least a 
dollar more money if they will turn 
it over to the prizers contracted with 
by the committee for this county. 

He said that the association now 
has enough tobs.c:o pledged to con- 
trol the market, and higher prices 
will be obtained for the next crop. 

One of the main points brought 
out by Chairman Radford was that 
the members have the right to sell 
their tobacco loose and deliver it to 
the Imperial Tobacco Company 
this city. When a member wants to 
sell his tobacco loose all he has to do 
is to notify Chairman Radford and 
he will furnish a man to go with 
representative of thellmperial 
they will go to the farmer's 1: 
and agree as to £price. The trade 
is closed and delivery is in order. 

As to lugs, Mr. Radford says thi 
Association has a positive contract 
for every pound of lugs that the 
bers may raise, aud at prices 
that will be far in advance of any- 
thing they have received for lugs 
for a long time. 

Dr. D. A. Amoss, of Caldwell 
county, was present, and at the 
quest of Mr. Radford addressed the 
meeting. Mr. Amoss gave a brief 
history of the Association in his 
county. Its discouragements are 
due down in Caldwell to the fact 
the enemies are persistent in their 
efforts to break up the organization 
and circulate all kinds of stories for 
the purpose. He has been working 
for twelve months and is determined 
to fight to the finish. 

Pledges were asked for the 1906 
crop, and it was made known that 
pledge was to be for three 
years.

We have read many articles with 
reference to keeping eggs fresh fo r 
a considerable time after they have 
been laid. The cold-storage ware- 
house has received its portion of con- 
demnation, yet it serves the purpose 
very well in keeping eggs from one 
season to another. The Agricultu- 
ral College of Germany makes a re- 
port from the experiments of Di| 
Strauch, who made many experi- 
ments in different ways, beginning 
in July last, and running over into 
the beginning of spring. Of the eggs 
that were wrapped in paper and laid 
away eighty per ct. spoiled; of those 
kept in salicylic acid and glycerine 
eighty per ct. spoilod;preserved with 
salt, packed in bran and painted with 
a solution of salicylic acid and glyc- 
erine seventy per ct. spoiled;of those 
that were immersed in boiling water 
for from ten to fifteen seconds, one- 
half spoiled; of those kept in a solu- 
tion of alum, also in a solution of 
salicylic acid, one-half spoiled; of 
those coated with soluble glass o 
varnished with chlodium or grease 
with bacon, forty per ct. spoiled; of 
those packed in wood ashes but twen- 
ty per ct. spoiled; of those treated 
with boracic acid and soluble glass 
and kept in a solution ot permangan- 
ate of potash.twenty per ct. was lost;

Future Commanders of Battleship* 
Receive Thorough Course of Iu- 
•truction at Marine Acad- 
emy at Kiel. 

The fact, that the German empire to- 
day ranks aa one of the leading uaval 
powers is due In a large measure to 
the rigid and thorough training which 
her young naval officers receive. The 
navy 13 one of the particular hobbles 
of the emperor, and he takes great In- 
terst in the cadets and all that per 
tains to their training. The naval 
academy at Kiel compares most favor- 
ably with that at Annapolis or that of 
any other country, and when the young 
officers complete their course at the 
school they are well versed in the art 
of sea warfare. 

The German cadet commences his 
professional training at a Fllghtly 
earlier age than do our cadets at An- 
napolis. The candidates for admission 
must not be more than 17 years of age 
and possess certificates of qualifica- 
tion for the upper classes of a royal 
high school, or pass an examination in 
equivalent subjects. The examination 
takes place once a year, during Au- 
gust and September.
